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What Happened in 


Edmonton 10 Years Ago? 


Ten vears ago Mr. James Ramsey opened a comparatively small business on 
the same site as that which the present store occupies. Having grown by leaps 
and bounds, it is today an institution of importance in Edmonton’ and its prov 
ince, being more than six and one half times as large as it was on that memor- 
able 28rd of September, 1911.

Anniversary 


At 8.30 on the morning of the 23rd day of September, 1911, Mr. James 
Ramsey opened a store in the two lower floors and basement of the original 
Tegler Building. The amount of floor space occupied was about 20,000 square 
feet. The number of employees on the pay roll was 60. Today, ten years 
later. Ramsey’s occupies 133,000 square feet of floor space and has 260 em- 


ployees. 


Many will recall that opening day. In volume of business it far exceeded 
expectations. Crowds thronged the Store without appreciable let-up, from the 
moment the doors opened until, at 10 p.m., they were closed. The old cash 
carrier system had not been quite completed, consequently cashiers were strat- 
egically placed throughout the store. Theirs was a strenuous task. 


It was a memorable day—not so much a tribute to Mr. Ramsey and _ his 
store, but an indication of the people’s appreciation of a new store with new 
goods and a new policy: and unprecedented low prices. Just how great was 
this appreciation (and still is) may be realized from the rapid growth of the 
store to its present size in the short period of ten years. 


In the Fall of 1912, another 45,000 square feet of floor space were added, 
when the two-storey-and-basement building at the corner of Howard and 
Elizabeth streets were taken over 


In 1913. a warehouse was erected on 105A Avenue, and, in 1919, enlarged 
until its warehousing capacity is 21,500 square feet. In the same year, 19138, 
the business of the Campbell Furniture Company, situated at the corner of 
First and Jasper, was purchased and operated as a department of the majp 
business, until, in 1915, it was moved into its present quarters 


The Fall of 1914 saw the-:acquisition of the 50-foot First Street frontage 
(5.000 square feet), adjoining our second floor, which space was utilized for 
our Dress Goods, Silks and Cotton Goods Departments 


In Tanuarv of 1915, the building at the corner of Howard and Rice streets, 
eenerally known as the Kelly Building, was occupied and given over to the 
Meat and Grocery Departments, the Furniture Department, and the Mail 
Order and General Offices. Ever since, the Ramsey Meat Departmrent has 
been recognized as the most up-to date and sanitary in Western Canada. 37,500 
square feet of floor space were gained with the acquisition of this building, 
which is cormected to the original building by an archway 


In 1918. an up-to-date barn and garage was erected on 102nd Street at a 
cost of $13,000. It is fully and madera equipped, affording space for about 
20 vehicles and 22 horses. A carpenter shop is located in the rear, where the 


firm makes practically all its own fixtures. 


And but a few days ago, fittingly close to our Tenth Anniversary, the latest 
step in the rapid growth of the Ramsey Store was taken, whefi the second floor 
of the old Journal premises was taken over and joined to our present second 
floor by the removal of a wall on one side and the building of an archway on 


another 
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
